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Every Minister Should be a Flame of Fire 


“IT know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold nor hot: So 
then because thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, 
I will spue thee out of my 
mouth.” Rev. 3:15, 16. 


“Not slothful in business, fer- 
vent in spirit; serving the Lord.” 
Romans 12:11. 

The first Scripture referred to 
above was a message to the 
Laodicean church. This church 
was one of the seven churches 
of Asia of which one of the sev- 
en golden candlesticks, that the 
glorified Lord was moving 
among, was.a type. This was an 
open rebuke to their low state 
of spirituality. 


The lukewarm state implies 
that there was a state that was 
better, meaning a descent from 
a higher state. We do not begin 
in a lukewarm condition. We 
begin with 2 fervent love and 
later cool down to a lukewarm 
state. We never reach this state 
while advancing but always 
when loosing, hence, it is posi- 
tive proof that we are getting 
further from God for nothing 
gets lukewarm when kept close 
to the fire. The faithful and 
true witness declares, “I know 
thy works, that thou art nei- 
ther cold nor hot.” He inferred 
that He would rather that they 
were either cold or hot, and be- 
cause of the lukewarm condi- 
tion they had become sickening 
to Him. He said He would spue 
them out of His mouth. 


It is said that when Barnum 
became so financially weak that 
he could not keep up his col- 
lection of animals, he _ killed 
them and stuffed the skins and 
with this dead crew he traveled 
over the world. So it is when 
we have declined into the luke- 
warm state. We begin to stuff 
our dead graces and_ starved 
resolutions, and our professions 
and formal manner and _ then 
try to pass the dead show off 
for something living and real, 
but God says, “I know thy 
works.” The time has come 
that we must be filled with life 
and fire, power and victory, and 
be able to put the real goods 
on exhibition, as the general 
public is not much interested 
in catalogues and _ fashion 
plates but they must see the 
real goods, or a good sample of 
them, before they make up their 
mind to purchase. Many of 
these weaklings are to be found 
in the Christian world today. 
They find themselves down at 
the skinning and stuffing pro- 
cess. Then we know that they 
are living in a lukewarm con- 
dition. 


Diseases are determined by 
their symptoms. Lukewarmness 
is a disease of the soul, and it 
is very subtile and gradual in 
its development. It does not be- 
gin with any great alarming 
signs or symptoms or apparent 
sudden attacks, but it begins 
with a slight dumb chill, so 
slight that at first it is hardly 
to be detected. Its victims hard- 


‘ly realize that such a fatal dis- 


ease is taking possession of 
them. They only becorffe a lit- 
tle bit chilly and careless, not at 
all alarmed. They get to the 
place where they do not want to 
be called on to pray and a good 
live praise service becomes 
wearisome. ‘They want the 
preacher to hurry and get to 
preaching. Then if he preaches 
too elose,; they want him to quit 





before he gets through, They 
no longer care about attending 
the midweek prayer meeting, or 
the young peoples meeting and 
it almost becomes impossible for 
them to get to Sunday School 
on time and by the time this 
long weary hour is over they 
hardly feel like staying till after 
preaching for fear their lunch 
will be unusually late. 


Another symptom is that they 
do not have the love for the 
Word of God that they once had. 
It becomes no longer a pleasure 
for them to peruse its sacred 
pages, or feast on its dainties. 
It is written that “Man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” 


Another indication is the form 
without the power. They at- 
tend the services because it is 
a duty, and not because they 
have any special delight or inter- 
est in them. However, it is better 
to retain the form of godliness 
than to give up the form and 
the power both. The form with- 
in itself is not so severely con- 
demned but that lack of pow- 
er togo with it is what ren- 
ders it lifeless and almost 
useless, but the form and the 
power are highly commendable. 


Another indication is the lack 
of interest in prayer. This is 
one of the greatest neglects in 
the Christian world today. It is 
said that prayer is the breath of 
the soul. I wonder how many 
would be willing to cease to 
breathe as long as they cease to 
pray. We are taught to pray 
without ceasing and “In every- 
thing give thanks: for this is the 
will of God in Christ Jesus con- 
cerning you.” When we get cold 
and indifferent our prayers lack 
faith and fervor. They become 
like a disabled balloon that as- 
cends a little ways then it is 
tossed and driven by the wind, 
and falls back without reaching 
the higher altitude. As our 
devotions, without the strong 
uplift of the mighty faith, 
is a mere effort, a little struggle 
and then a falling back. 


It is the glorious privilege of 
every child of God to have this 
holy fire burning in his soul and 
his prayers to reach the higher 
realms where he can rest and 
commune with God. This ef- 
fort to keep up the form with- 
out fervor is an infallible sign 
of the lukewarm state. Oh, the 
thousands that are neglecting 
this, the highest privilege given 
to humanity. 


Oh, what peace we often forfeit, 
Oh, what needless pain we bear; 

All because we do not carry 
Everything to God in prayer. 


The world is amazed at the 
marvelous ,inventions of this 
age. One of the most wonder- 
ful is the wireless telegraphy. 
With this device they have been 
able to send messages from 
shore to shore and out in mid 
ocean, but with all this, it has 
never surpassed the humble 
saint of God from some secret 
closet, humbly bowing and get- 
ting into communication with 
the eternal world. Just how this 
little inward device works we 
are unable to explain, but some 
how the fire begins to burn to 
a fervent heat. We _ can feel 
the current, and flash after flash 
is thrown beyond the planets

until the great heart of God is 
touched, and the power returns 
and wave after wave of glory 
sweeps over our being, until we 
can almost feel the presence 
of the heavenly host. Because 
of His presence thus manifest- 
ed.to us, we feel that we have 
the petition that we desire. We 
are taught to delight ourselves 
in the Lord and He will give 
us the desire of our hearts. 


If any have grown cold, in- 
different and careless it is their 
privilege to come to Him and 
earnestly pray and wait before 
Him until this holy fire is re- 
kindled in their soul, and the 
gift stirred up within them until 
they can feel the holy fervent 
feeling in their soul and know 
that the holy fire is really burn- 
ing. 

Another indication of the 
lukewarm condition is that they 
do not enjoy the preaching of 
the full gospel. Certain subjects 
of the Bible they are hardly able 
to endure. They hang their 
heads when some things are 
mentioned that the Bible con- 
demns. But charity rejoices 
not in iniquity, but rejoices in 
the truth. 

Another indication is that we 
almost invariably find them in 
sympathy with wrong things, 


and undertaking to justify 
wrong things, or on the side 
of immorality when purity 


and virtue is at stake. They 
do not hesitate to give aid 
and comfort to those whose 
crooked lives have brought 
shame and disgrace on this 
holy religion and dishonored 
the name of the Church of 
God and placed a stain on her 
beautiful garment. They are 
ready to pet the wolf in sheep’s 
clothing and defend the man 
who has robbed some broken- 
hearted mother’s girl of her vir- 
tue and caused her life to be 
blighted forever. 


We are advised that we must 
be soft and mellow and sweet. 
This is fine and much to be de- 
sired but there is a state beyond 
the mellow state that is called 
rotten and that sweet delicious 
taste is all gone. This condi- 
tion is to be shunned and avoid- 
ed because it is no longer in 
demand and has become useless 
and worthless. 


Our earnest prayer should be 
for God to give us a fresh bap- 
tism of old time power and holy 
zeal. In order to have a revival 
of old time power and victory 
in which the fire from heaven 
will fall, we must have a re- 
vival of old time gospel preach- 
ing, the Lord confirming it with 
signs following and old _ time 
prayers that will reach the 
throne and prevail with God un- 
til a mighty cloud-burst of glo- 
ry and victory shall be known 
in our land. 


A lukewarm church has little 
or no concern for the mission- 
aries in the foreign fields. They 
are concerned but little for the 
multiplied millions of earth who 
are sinking down to Christless 
graves. Millions are going down 
in the night and blight of sin 
because there is no one to tell 
them of the Christ who can 
save them. But when the white 
heated love of God is filling 
and thrilling our entire being we 
will have such deep concern for 
the salvation of the world that 
we will not only pray for the 
Lord of the harvest to send forth 
laborers unto His harvest, but 
we will contribute of our means 
to send and support them while 
they are giving their lives for 
the heathen across the sea. 
Some of the saints have been 
known to be so deeply con- 
cerned that in their dreams and

visions at night they could see 
the brown-skinned Chinese with 
their faces turned toward them 
with their feeble hands raised, 
begging for the bread of life. 
A church filled with life and 
fire, power and victory is a 
missionary church. 


The services of a church in 
a lukewarm condition are dry 
and. fermal, They find fault 
with spiritual demonstrations 
and are quick to cry out  wild- 
fire and. fanaticism when there 
is really no cause for alarm, 
because there is scarcely any 
fire at any time to be discov- 
ered. I would rather have the 
holy fire to burn and have just 
a little wildfire here and there 
as to have no fire at all. They 
hold meetings instead of turn- 
ing them loose. They are afraid 
for the meeting to be open and 
free and for the Holy Ghost to 
have His way for fear some- 
thing will happen that will hurt 
their reputation and drive peo- 
ple away, when possibly they 
haven’t got enough reputation 
to fuss over or guard. They 
have forgotten that a fire will 
draw larger crowds than dead 
formality. When some of these 
lukewarm fellows get up to tes- 
tify they say, “I have my ups and 
downs and more downs. than 
ups. I have my ins and outs 
and more outs than ins. I don’t 
want to discourage any body 
but if I hadn’t started I wouldn’t 
start. Pray for me that I may 
be faithful.” 


Iam sure that we ought 
not to comply with his re- 
quest and pray for aman to 
live as crooked as all this, but 
we ought to pray for him to 
backslide or slide some way to 
get out of an experience of that 
kind and then go down before 
God in the good old fashioned 
way and go through the sweat 
box of genuine repentance and 
wait there until the gentle Spir- 
it of God whispers into his heart, 
witnessing that heis a _ child 
of God. This starts the holy 
fire to burning in his soul. Then 
you will never hear him testify 
that way again, but with this 
warm heavenly glowing feeling 
in his soul he will witness to the 
power of God to save, the blood 
to cleanse, and the abiding pres- 
ence of the Holy Ghost and how 
God is able to heal his body. 
Some people have just enough 
religion to be an aggravation to 
themselves and not enough sal- 
vation to carry a gnat above a 
telegraph wire. 


“Not slothful in business; 
fervent in spirit; serving the 
Lord.” The King’s business re- 
quires haste. There is no busi- 
ness that can be_ successful 
without constant and careful 
attention. When we become 
careless and neglectful and 
slothful in our business we are 
sure to meet with many reverses 
and many failures and_ final 
defeat but the man that keeps 
his mind and thoughts on his 
business and knows right where 
he is every minute and has life 
and energy to push right on 
through every opposition and 
ride over every difficulty, that 
man will be sure to succeed. 


We are not to be slothful in 
the business of our Lord. 
Paul has told us of one 
of the greatest institutions in 
the world. The Church of God 
is a business institution. Some 
people want to leave off or ig- 
nore the business features of 
the Church, but in order to be 
successful we must have good 
businegs. 


These are days of big busi- 
ness. The great trust and com- 
bines are being formed in order 
that they might be more suc- 
cessful in their business. Great 
financial institutions are being 
organized in order to carry on 
a greater and more successful 
business.

Much has been said in these last 
days about visions and especially is 
it true that we hear much talk of 
revelations. As we look into God’s 
Word we find it abounds with the 
fact that God has always spoken to 
His people through dreams, visions 
etc. We find it recorded in Joel 2:28 
where it is prophesied that the sons 
of God will dream dreams and see 
visions in the last 'days. There is 
not a doubt in the mind of any Bible 
student but that we are livinginthe 
last days mentioned here. As God has 
aways revealed Himself in this man- 
ner, this Scripture must mean 
that visions and dreams will be more 
numerous in the last days. 

People often ask me if I believe in 
dreams. My answer is, “I do with all 
my heart.” Yet we often have many 
silly dreams with no meaning what- 
ever. But on the other hand, there 
is scarcely any, if any at all, of God’s 
children today who cannot recail the 
time when they have had dreams they 
knew were of God. 


I have had many syth experiences 
and it is not an,unusual thing for me 
to be awakened -from a deep sleep 
with the power on me and a dream 
with a warning, a message fresh from 
God Himself. How often after pray- 
ing earnestly that,God would direct 
in special cases and it would seem 
hard for days to know His will about 
certain matters that He has showed 
me clearly in a dream just what to 
do. I could take space here to record 
many dréams but it is not necessary. 
Usually when God gives a dream it 
will never fade from the memory. 
Some way it makes a lasting impres- 
sion. Dreams that I have hag years 
ugo are just as fresh to my memory 
as if they were only dreamed last 
night. Surely it is one of God’s ways 
of speaking to us and should be rever- 
enced. On the other hand we need to 
be very careful for the enemy has a 
good chance here to get in his work. 

I know of a few people whose lives 
have been shipwrecked on account of 
paying heed to some silly dream. Let 
me drop the warning right here that 
dreams are not always a safe guide 
to follow and should never te given 
any heed when they are not parallel 
with the Word of God. Jude 8 speaks 
of filthy dreamers, This. one Scrip 
ture shows us that every dream is 
not of God. Beware, reader, how you 
follow dreams. 

Then some one will cry out, “How 
am I to know which ones are of God?” 
If a person lives up\close under the 
blood they will have ho trouble to 
know the author of their dreams. Go 
with me to Matt. 2, and let us see 
how many times it is recorded in 
that chapter that God spoke through 
dreams. 

In verse 12 God warned the wise- 
man not to go back to Herod and re- 
port the finding of the Christ child 
and in verse 13 an angel came to 
Joseph in a dream and told him to 
take Mary. and Jesus ard go to Egypt 
and told him why he should go and 
how long he should stay. Then when 
the time was fulfilled an angel again 
appeared and told him in a dream 
to go back to the land of Israel and 
also told him why it was safe to 
return te Israel. In verse 22 he was 
told to go into Galilee that all the 
prophecies might be fulfilled concern- 
ing Jesus. 

In Gen. 40 we read where both the 
butler and the baker of the king 
dreamed the same night and when 
Joseph, their prisoner, had interpre- 
ted the dreams they toth came to pass 
according to the interpretation. 

Much has been said and written 
about the wisdom given to King Sol- 
omon but very little is said about 
this same wisdem having been given 
in a dream. 1 King 3:5-16. Solo- 
mon was in a deep sleep and dreamed 
a dream and God asked him in the 
dream what He should give him and 
Solomon asked for wisdom. Whenhe 
awoke the wisdom seemed to be with 
him for immediately on awaking out 
of his sleep the question came before 
him te deeide which was the mother 
of the living babe and, beyond a doubt, 
the wisdom that was given in the 
dream helped him to find out. 


Again in Matt. 27:19, Pilate’s wife 
came to him and warned him to be 
careful in his dealings with Jesus and 
said, “Have thou nothing to do with 
that just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a dream be- 
cause of him.” Many instances eould 
be given, however, this is enough to 
prove beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that God gives dreams te people, both 
to warn them and to teach them. 

Next, we will study the Word con- 
cerning visions. I have found some 
people who do not seem to knew the 
difference between visions and dreams. 
I have no dietionary handy and am 
not able to give an exact definition 
but a dream comes to us while we are 
asleep and a yisfon is a revelation 
‘given us in our conscious moments, 
when we are wie awake. In Dan. 7, 2, 
Daniel speaks of having his vision by 
night but does not say he was asleep. 
“I saw in my vision by night” ete. 

J have shown that it was dangerous 
to follow dreams, unless they meas- 
‘ure up with the Word, but it is even 
more dangerqus to give heed to vis- 
ions. For there ar€ many visions seen 
that are not of God. Isa. 27:7 tells 
us how some people “err in vigions," 
A vision shquld never be given heed 
to that does not line up to the Word, 
for the Spirit and the Word agree. 
Zech, 18:4 says, ‘And it shall eome to 
pass in that day, that the prophets 
shall be ashamed every one of hig 
vision, when he hath prophesied. I 
have seen many who would later be 
ashamed of the visions that had been 





instrumental in leading them astray. 
For an example, I knew a dear

woman of God who had been waved 
under false doctrine and later came 
in contact with the true doctrine. 
She could never be satisfied with the 
teaching of water baptism. She prayed 
earnestly it seemed and later she told 
me that she had a vision of Jesus 
and saw Him descend into and come 
up out of the water and there was no 
human agency baptizing Him. He 
was all alone in the water. She con- 
strued the meaning to be proof that 





the only right mode of baptism was 
in Jesus’ name. She was soon swal- 
lowed up again in that doctrine. In 
vain I tried to show her that the 
Word was our guide and that her vis- 
ion was absolutely unscriptural for 
Jesus was baptized by John and she 
should be able to see the fallacy of her 
vision. 

In Gal. 1:8 Paul said, “But 
though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you 
than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed.” In 
Num. 24:4, Balaam “heard the words 
of God, which saw the vision .of the 
Almighty, falling into a trance, but 
having his eyes open.” 

People have seen many beautiful 
scenes in visions and also many hor- 
rible conditions have been revealed. 
God at one time let me see the hor- 
rors of hell with all its countless in- 
habitants. Oh, the seething mass of 
liquid fire and the multitude of peo- 
ple who were continually going into 
hell. They seemed to ever be con- 
scious of their condition. It was an 
awful sight but it only tended to 
make me put forth more effort to 
rescue every one who was on his way 
to that place. Did not Job say, “Thou 
scarest me with dreams, and terri- 
fiest me through visions.” Job 7:14. 


There is so much recorded in the 
Book of books concerning visions 
that we can not give all but we will 
give a few Scriptures on this line. 
Isa, 1:1 speaks of a vision Isaiah saw 
and in Isa. 6 he gives the minute de- 
tails of the vision he saw of the Lord’s 
glory. 

Who is not thrilled when they read 
of the remarkable experience Ezek- 
iel had in the wonderful vision 
given him? I will quote a part of it, 
“As I sat in my house, and the elders 
of Judah sat before me, that the hand 
ef the Lord God fell there upon me. 
Then I beheld, and lo. a likeness as 
the appearance of fire: from the ap- 
pearance of his loins even downward, 
fire; and from his loins even upward, 
as the appearance of brightness, as 
the colour of amber. And he put 
forth the form of an hand, and took 
me by a lock of mine head; and the 
spirit lifted me up between the earth 
and the heaven, and brought me inthe 
visions of God to Jerusalem, to the 
door of the inner gate that looketh 
toward the north” Ezek. 8:1-3. Please 
read for yourself of the wonderful 
visions given Ezekiel. It would take 
to much space to tell it. In Ezekiel 
37 and 38 other visions are related. 
The vision of “dry bones” told of in 
chapter 37 is unysually interesting 
and means much to us, 

Did not God warn Nebuchadnezzar 
of his future life and the judgment 
that was to overtake him? Read Dan. 4. 

We will hasten on to the New 
Testament Scriptures, yet there are 
many more given in the Old. Perhaps 
all are familiar with the vision given 
Peter as he was on the housetop of 
how Got was going to send him to 
the Gentiles to give them the privi- 
lege of the Gospel. Perhaps Peter 
would not have given any heed to 
the vision if the Scriptures had not 
foretold of the Gentiles coming into 
the fold. But Peter, I am sure, had 
sat at His feet and learned until he 
well knew the time was to come 
when He was to turn to the Gentiles. 
Hence, there was no hgsitation on the 
part of Peter to obey when he knew 
it agreed with the Word. 


Paul also was given Many visions, 
At one time he saw a man of Mace- 
donia begging him to “Come over and 
help us.” Paul was so sure that the 
vision was from God that he immedi- 
ately endeavored to go to their aid. 
Acts 16:9, 10, and in Acts 18:9 when 
the people of Corinth rose up against 
Paul, God appeared to him in a vision 
and assured him that He was with 
him and the people would not be al- 
lowed to do him any harm. Qh, how 
sweet the thought must have been to 
Paul and how much that assurance 
meant to him. Could we not have 
more boldness and courage to 
stand in the face of the enemy? Could 
we have such assurance from God 
Himself? We can have, my brother 
and sister, for when we stand wn- 
compromisingly for the Word we can 
be assured that God is with ugsas He 
was with Paul,’for does He not say 
that these things were written for en- 
samples? 

When the snip was wrecked in the 
storm at sea and they had been fast- 
ing fourteen days, God rhade it known 
to Paul that not one would Perish but 
all would be saved.
